AMERICAN REVOLUTION BICENTENNIAL

AN ACT making an appropriation to the Iowa American revolution bicentennial

commission,

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the
state to the Iowa American revolution bicentennial commission for
each year of the biennium beginning July 1, 1971 and ending June 30,
1973, the sum of forty thousand (40,000) dollars, or so much thereof
as is necessary for the purpose of carrying out the purposes and du-
ties of the Iowa American revolution bicentennial commission as pro-
vided in chapter one thousand two hundred eighty-six (1286) of the
Acts of the Sixty-third General Assembly, Second Session.

CHAPTER 40

IPERS APPROPRIATION
H. . 696

AN ACT to appropriate from the Iowa public employees’ retirement system fund to

the employment security commission for costs of the administration of the Iowa
public employees’ retirement system.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. There is appropriated from the Iowa public employees’
retirement system fund for each fiscal year of the biennium beginning
July 1, 1971 and ending June 30, 1973 for the employment security
commission, the following amounts, or so much therecof as may be
necessary, to be used for the following purposes:

For salaries, support, maintenance, and miscellaneous purposes to
pay the costs of the administration of the Iowa public employees’ re-

SEC. 2. Notwithstanding the provisions of section eight point
thirty-three (8.33) of the Code, all unencumbered or unobligated
balances of appropriations made by this Act for the first fiscal year
of the biennium commencing July 1, 1971 shall, on September 30,
1972, revert to the state treasury and to the credit of the fund from
which appropriated. The commission to which this appropriation is
made may make application to the appropriation committee for the
reappropriation of any funds that do revert, or probably will revert
upon the dates herein set and the respective appropriation committee
or a subcommittee thereof shall hold a hearing upon such application
while the general assembly is in regular session. In all other respects
the provisions of section eight point thirty-three (8.33) of the Code
shall apply to appropriations made for the first fiscal year of such
